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Aguilar may have learned of strangulation on TV news

TWIN FALLS - Edward Aguilar may 
have learned of his girlfriend's strangula- 
tion death by watching the evening ncw.s. 

In a brief epilogue to Aguilar’s two-day 
preliminary hearing on a first-degree mur- 
der charge, his attorney called KMVT an- 
chorman Doug Muughan to the witness 
stand Friday. 


Mauglian testified lha'i the television 
station aired the news on May 16 that 31- 
ycar-old Leslie Chouintird had been stran-' 
glcd. 

•'That seemed to counter a prosecutor’s 
argument that Aguilar*.s knowledge of the 
strangulation during a May 16 call to po- 
lice must have come from personal 
knowledge of the event. 

Friday’s hearing was the final bit of tes- 
timony laid before Sth Di.slrict Magistrate 


R. Michael Redman, who must decide 
whether Aguilar will stand tritil for the 
Chouinard's murder, 

Redman said late Fridtiy aftcnuion that 
he was writing his deeisiim but it was un- 
likely the final version would be typed 
anil made public before Monday. 

If he rutc.s ilial a crime was eomniiti.etl 
and that Aguilar is "more probably than 
not" responsible, Aguilar will be bound 
over to District Court to enter a plea.

The sense of unea.se among poli- 
cymakers has been heightened by 
recent news leaks about the possi- 
bility of invasion. 

The Pentagon is described as 
most hostile to the military option 
because of fear that Haiti would 
become a quagmire for U.S. troops. 
Career diplomats at the State 
Department share the Pentagon's 
wariness. 

j But top National Security Council 
officials arc said to believe that a 
military strike is the most efncicnl 
way for President Clinton to extri- 
cate himself from his Haiti dilcm- 
- ma. These officials include National 
Security Adviser Tony Lake and his 
top deputy, Sandy Berger, according • 
to people familiar with thc'situaiion. 

Outside the government, one 
influential pro-invasion voice i.s that 
of Raiidall Robinson, director of the 
TransAfrica lobbying group. 
Rejecting the argument that Haiti 
would be a morass for the U.S. mill- 
tory, Robinson believes the troops, 
could be withdrawn in a matter of 
weeks, much os they were following 
invasions of Grenada and Panama 
during the 1980s. Some in the 
Congressional Black Caucus echo 
Robmson’s views. 

But David Isenberg, a senior ana; 
lyst at the Center for Defease 
Information, believes military Inter- 
vention' is inadvisable even if the 
troops ore withdrawn quickly. 

He said an invasion “is at best a 
' short-term fix offering a political 
reprieve lasting a month or so after 
which Haiti would lapsc back'into' 
t he sa me ne ar-ana rchic condition s ' 
that pervade it now," 

Once the Haitian military steps 
down — cither vo{untarily[ or 
through an invasion — - the adminis- 
tration has said it will push for an 
international peacekeeping force of 
. several thousand. The mission 
would be to train the Haitian mili- 
tary and perform other tasks 
designed to ensure democratic sta-' 
bilily under deposed President Jean- 
Bcrtrand Aristide. 

Isenberg, among others,' believe.s 
that plan is unrealistic because 
. Haiti’s-dcmocraiic roots arc too 
shallow. The plan would work only - 
if the peacekeepers were prepared to 
remain in Haiti for generations, he 
said.

In a report Friday, the advocacy 
group said" the national delinquency 
rate for used car loans was less than 
3 percent in 1992, while the delin- 
quency rate for child support owed 
to modicrs was 49 percent in 1990.

serve families oii welfare and non- 
welfare families who a.sk for help.

The Idaho Republican Party was heavily 
financed in 1992 by out-of-statc money, 
state Sen. John Peavey of Carey says, so it’s 
ironic that former GOP Chairman Phil Balt 
is complaining so much about the non-Idaho 
money raised by Democratic Attorney Gen- 
eral Larry EchoHawk in 1994.
